Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.J~Bulgaria has placed » herself 
“ beyond- the--pale- of. humanity” . by 
her crimes, the famous German pub- 
licist, Maximilian Harden, editor of 
the Zukunft, declared in an article on 
the Bulgarian people and its leaders 
made public here today by a diplomat- 
ic authority. , 

Herr Harden’s judgment on Bulga- 
ria was based on atrocities committed 
by Bulgaria and on that country’s 
treachery, and it was made public to- 
day with the avowed purpose of de- 
feating “sinister Bulgarian propagan- 
da” which, it was said, has had as its 
aim the deception of the United States 
and the western allies. 

“Contemptible Simulators.” 

Harden’s article says: 

“ Greeks, Serbs, Turks, Roumanians, 
Austrians, German officials, doctors, 
and business men have written me or 
visited me; the latest were eight rep- 
resentatives of the city of Adrianople, 
Greeks and Turks, Jews and Arment-

ople, solemnly conceded by them, much 
as a-duelist at the end of the combat 
might attack his disarmed. adversary 
from behind and cut him down at the 
moment the seconds were occupied in 
drawing the protocol of the encounter.

Regarding the absolute necessity for 
increasing the food supply of this na 
tion through the medium of sheep 
Food Commissioner Hoover says: 

“Our sheep have been diminishing 
steadily since the war began. We pro- 
duced in 1916 only 35 per cent of the 
woo! that we used. In providing unt 
forms for millions and millions of men 
the world is using more wool than ever 
before fn its history. 

“There is practically a famine in 
wool at the present time. We have 
never seen such a price for wool as 

exists today. There is every reason 
in outlook and in profit for the increase 
of our sheep.” 

The United States will require $50,- 
000,000 pounds of wool next year to 
clothe our soldiers and provide for ci- 
villians’ use. The present supply of 
sheep in this country will not provide 


more than 200,000,000 wees of wool.

“Now while we are at war there is 
need for special care in protecting the 
youth of our country,” he said. “Some 
believe that crime is caused by hered- 
ity and physical makeup of individ- 
uals. I would have little hope for the 
country if I thought this was the sole 
cause. The real cause for crime is 


erty and dingy, unattractive sur- 
.roundings lead to crime. 


Home Influence Bad. 


“Our young people do not have the 
proper care at home, as their parents 
have to go out. The paths of ad- 
venture lead them to the cabaret in’ 
the case of young women. The young 
women find that it is easier to lead the 
life of a prostitute with less danger 
of being found out than to take to 
thieving. 

“The city is now roused on the sub- 
ject of cabarets. The newspapers are 
rightly trying to get some action on 
the question. The owners of cabarets 
are running to cover. There is only 
one way to gét rid of the cabarets, and 
that is to cut it out altogether.” 

Judge Pam also advocated the con- 
sideration of the individual character- 
istics of men who had committed 
crimes, a revision of the probation 
law to make it possible for second of- 
fenders to be placed on probation, and 
greater safeguards against bond 
sharks who, hé.stated, had been thick- 
jer than ever since the new bail lw 
made it impossible for a man to go 
on another’s bond without making his 
property subject to lien. 

He spoke in favor of the bond issue 
for a.new county jail, declaring that 
those who were to build it could be 
trusted greatly to improve the present 
disgraceful conditions.

Railroad officials in Chicago yester- 
day refused to discuss the demands for 
higher wages which switchmen of the 
nineteen railroads entering Chicago 
contemplate. 

“TIT cannot discuss the case until 

forma] detfnands are made on the rail- 
roads,” said J. W. Higgins, chairman 
of the General Managers’ association 
and spokesman for the railroad offi- 
clals. 
The raise of wages desired by the 
switchmen, members of the Brother 
hood of Railroad Trainmen, affects 
about 2,700 union switchmen. The 
1,300 nonunion men would also profit 
if the raise goes through. The wage 
scale wanted is sald to be as follows: 
Day helpers, $5 a day; night helpers, 
$5.20; day foremen, $5.30, and night 
foremen, $5.50.

this fall were won four games to two, 


~~, @alfhough the St. Louis championship 


battle went seven games before the 
Cardinals copped four, one battle end- 
fing in a draw. This was no surprise, 
as the Browns were a tai) end propost- 
tion and were up. against a first divi- 
sion antagonist. The Ohio champion- 
ship, however, was thought to be a 
more even thing, and the easy victory 
of the Reds over the Indians was some 
thing of a surprise. 

In the three interleague series of 
1917 nineteen games were played. The 
National league won ten, the Ameri- 
can league eight, and the other was 
undecided. This is the first time in 
several years the older circuit has 
come out ahead in these autumnal 
tests, as the Johnson family usually 
has won the majority of games each 
season. 

American Still Far in Lead. 

The National's slight margin of two 
victories has small effect on the grand 
total of all postseason combats be- 
tween these two organizations. Since 
1903, when they began playing each 
other, the American league has won 
164 postseason games and the Na- 
tional only 124. 

Fourteen world’s series have been 
contested by the present organiza- 
tions, the fall of 1904 being the only 
*‘open date.” The American league 
has won the big pennant nine times 
and the National league only five. In 
fact, since the Philadelphia Athletics 
wrested the title away from the Cubs 
fn 1910, it has remained in the Amer- 
ican ‘league, except one year, when 
‘Boston's Braves exemplified the in- 
vitability of fate by upsetting all the 
dope in the world. . 

Only four American league 
have engaged in these fourteen world’s 
combats. Boston’s Red Sox have 
wiayed in four and won them all.. The 
Athietics have been nooked up in five 
of the diamond derbies and have won 
Yhree times, losing out twice. The 
White Sox have had only two chances 
at the world’s pennant and have won 
St both times, while Detroit with three 
opportunities never copped either the 
big coin or the bunting. i 


National League Winners. 

The five world’s championships that 
have gone to the Nationa] league 
were won by four different teams, 
the Cubs, Giants, Pirates, and Braves. 
The Cubs won twice out of four 
chances. Pittsburgh and Boston batted 
1,000 in the big event by winning once 
mpliece with only one chance apiece. 
The Giants have been victorious only 
once in the five world’s series in which 
McGraw has managed them. : 

The National league enjoyed the su- 
premacy most of the years previous 
to 1910, because it had to go out and 
develop a grist of yourg players to 
replace those lost to the American 
league during the war of 1901-02. For 
a while the new blood in the old or- 
ganization gained the upper hand over 
the slipping veterans of the junior cir- 
cuit. Then in 1910 Connie Mack shot 
to the fore with a machine composed 
largely of young players whom he de- 
veloped himself. : 

Another Shift in Sight.

With a membership list of 278 and 
eighteen applications in the hands of 
the committee, the New Evanston Golf 
club has shown remarkable growth 
since its incarporation last January. } 
The um membership is 350, con- 
sisting of 325 regular and twenty-five 
special memberships. , 

The regular memberships are par- 
ticipating, and cost $450 each, while 
the special memberships are par- 
ticipating, transferrable, free from 
dues, redeemable at the option of the 
board for $900 in cash and a regular 
membership, and are sold at $1,350. 
The annual dues are $125, but will not 
be charged until the course is open. 


Ross Designs Course. 

The property purchased is located 
at Dempster street and Teufert road, 
and was selected as the best of five 
tracts considered by the board. Donald 
Ross was given 160 acres out of the 
204 purchased, enabling him to design 
a course free from congestion, with 
ideal arrangement of holes and a 
proper sequence of distances. 

Forty-one lots, each having approx: 
imately an area of half an acre, have 
been platted along the east and north 
border, and if the demand for them is 
indicative of the future of the club 
as a residential golfing center, it’s suc- 
cess is assured. At a recent meet- 
ing fourteen of the lots were taken. 

Two Story Clubhouse. 

In making original estimates no 
allowance was made for receipts from. 
the sale of home sites and this added 
amount will permit the club to build| 
& more complete clubhouse than orig- 
inally planned, without decreasing the 
members’ equity in the club property. 

The house designed by Walter W. 
Ahlschager will be of the English Tu- 
dor style of architecture, the first story 
fireproof and the second of partial 
fireproof construction. A swimming 
pool will be one of the features. 


Course 6,468 Yards in Length. 

Mr. Ross has designed a course 6,468 
yards in length. For this an adequate 
drainage system has been planned by 
Edmund T. Perkins. Approximately 
30,000 feet of drain pipe varying from 
four to sixteen inches diameter will be 
installed. The drainage is about one- 
third completed. A water system to 
supply the course and the homes along 
the border is nearing completion. , 

Plowing has been completed on about 
80 per cent of the fairways. About 
7,000 feet of open ditching is laid out 
through the course to serve the double

ing for storm drainage. 
Work Up to Schedule. 


So far the work has been kept up to 
schedule and President C. Fred Yegge 
estimates that unless contingencies 
arise the entire course will be ready for 
top dressing and seeding by Dec. 1.

O those who have eyes and see 
not, a marsh is a desolate waste 
of mud and weeds, but to those 
who understand it is a treasure 

house of never failing interest; of 
strange sounds; of mystery; of earthy, 
elemental smells. Any normal man 
should be able to spend a day on the 
marshes and be made to feel and 
think like a boy again—man made the 
towns and farms, but God made the 
marshes. 

Let us follow this little creek that 
winds through the outer edge of the 
main marsh.

There's a little trick: in. shooting 
snipe which simplifies matters a lot 
once you are wise.

Any one who has 
ever seen a Chinese puzzle can readily 
see what chance Jack ever has of get- 
ting out of one = their traps!

I worked 
like a dog. I kep’ my curridge. The Lord 
was good to me. Here I am. [Applause.] 
I ain’ no better than what any of you are. 
{More applause, the chorus now bending to 
the work.] 

“This is a great night for me—for three 
reasons. I'm joinin’ a firs’ class two-dollar 
company; I’m meetin’ all you frien’ly folks 
what are gonna be with me through a big 
hit, I hope; an’ after I leave here I hop a 
rattler for home. Home! Gee, there I’m 
lucky again. None of us troupers is got 
much home life. I got mighty little—been 
out on the Orpheum tour all season, an’ ain’ 
seen my people for months. But when I 
do get home I’m crazy about it. I’d rather 
be with my mother than even, with you, 
though you’re more my people than what 
she is. She’s ol’ fashioned; so’s my dad. 
They don’ unnerstan’ me or my ways. They 
ain’ never been in a theater in their life.

HH most picturesque merchants 
of the world are the fishwives, of

She is, however, about as 
much like the fishwives of Billings- 
gate, or of the Dutch and French mar- 
kets, or of the wharves, or of the an- 
cient and defaced city of Marseilles, as 
ea scholar is like a scrubwoman. 

That is what this woman Is, a schol- 
ar in a.laboratory, Miss M. B. Penning- 
ton. She is looking to the time when

Until we can-reform market condi- 
tions and save the retailer from the 
seemingly inevitable losses in fish han- 
dling we shall not get far, no matter 
how much we print on the subject of 
tating more fish; as we are urged to 
fo by the food administration. : 

Since our legislatures are not likely 
to enact such a law as was enacted by 
the legislature of ancient Greece—that 
ho seller of fish should sit down until 
he had sold his entire stock—the freez- 
ing of fish as caught -seems to offer 
the one best solution. The fish go 
toon reports, by an ancient odor, the 
tact that it is not being properly cared 
for that slovenly food handlers are 
more or less shy of it, although the 
waste of this food from slovenliness 
or perhaps from ignorance is prob- 
ably incalculable. .

Prof. Henry B. Ward of the Univer 
tity of Illinois says: “It is true that 
tood products in general are not often 
well cared for, like fruit and vegeta- 
bles exposed: on outside stands to the 
Influence of wind and weather, or like 
meat laid out on counters subject to 
frequent visit and contamination by 
flies, conditions which are neither hy- 
gienic nor attractive. Under similar 
sonditions the best fish that the whole 
saler can furnish will reach the con- 
sumer in a condition that is not cal- 
ulated to command approval But, 
all in all, fish food probably is as well 
handled as any other type.” 

This is from Prof. Ward’s article in 
the Journal of Home BHconomics, Au- 
gust, 1917, entitled “The Housewife 
and the Fish Problem.” Some of the 
newer fish are discussed in this article, 
the theme of which is not so much the 
timination of waste as the elimina- 
tion of prejudice.

In New York Mayor Mitchel’s 
food committee in 1915 issued a book 
of many recipes, with the title, -“ In- 
formation About Fish and How to Use 
Them.” The United States govern- 
ment bulletins are the latest things 
issued.

_ Ancient books on foods have wonder- 
fully interesting things about fish as 
food, some of which might be taken 
by us as highly suggestive. One of 
the interesting French cook books of 
my collection, written by the: indefa- 
tigable chef, Alfred Suzanne, has the 
title, “300 Manieres d’accomoder les 
Poissons.” There are five recipes here, 
among those for cooking fresh water 
fish, for “la lotte ou barbotte.” 

The French dictionary gives as the 
English for this fish “eelpout,” which 
is one of the names given the burbot, 
the fish which our government bulletin 
calls a fresh water cousin of the cod. 
This bulletin says that the burbot is 
also called “eelpout, eeling, ling, cusk, 
and a score of names, most of which 
properly belong to other species, but 
its good old English name, burbot, 
which is rarely used in the United 


States, has the sanction of propriety. 


and ancient usage.", 

It seems it is also called a “law- 
yer,” and a Lake Erie-fisherman ex- 
plained the reason by saying “ It preys 
on its fellow and is no good itself.” 
Professional: fishermen get thelr ideas 
of lawyers, presumably, by selling 
them fish which they boast they them- 
selves caught. 

By the way, the bulletin on the bur- 
bot begins gayly by telling of an Ital- 
ian countess who loved this fish and 
spent too much for it, while the Amer- 
ican hourewife at small expense can 
live like a countess, or at least like 
this countess, by eating burbot. Su- 
zanne describes the flesh of the bur- 
bot as white and delicate, and says 
that it has a large liver which is held 
in high esteem, and from which an oil 

extracted to which is attributed high 

édicinal virtues. Here is another re- 
semblance of the fresh water to the 
salt water cod. Another merit he men- 
tions is that it has few bones. 

In Filippini’s old book, “ The Table,” 
the “varieties of fish to be found in 
the market during the different months 
of the year” are given, and when first 
mentioned their Latin names follow. 
Of the skate or ray fish he says: “ The 
demand for this fish increases every 
year. The American people begin to 
appreciate its many excellences. Prob- 
ably the annual dinners of the Ichthy- 
ophagous club, at which this fish is 
always served, have materially in- 
creased the popularity and demand for 
this fish.” 

If anybody could lay their hands on 
the complete cook books of one Thom- 
as J. Murray, and I wish I could, I 
think they would find some interest- 
ing fish recipes. He was a member of 
this Ichthyophagous club, and one of 
America’s epicures when epicures 
were in high repute But Filippini’s 
recipes for fish, as for meat, aré al- 
ways reliable and fine. There are 
several hundred of them in “The In- 
ternational Cook Book.” There are 
interesting facts and many recipes for 
fish in the “Picayune’s Creole Cook 
Book.” 

Fish cookery was highly developed 
hundreds of years before that of meat, 
and in the laws of ancient states there 
were probably more enactments about 
fish, protecting and preserving of 
them, treatment of them, etc., tLan of 
any other food. Ruskin tells us of 
Venetian laws about fish markets in 
the twelve hundreds. Several of the 
French methods of cooking fish re- 
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way 

is. important. Study the hands in the 
@itustrations carefully and try to hold 
these positions. Be sure that the thread 
aitps through the, fingers of the right 
hand easily or your knitting will be too 
tight. Alwsys keep the thread over the 
first finger of the right hand so that It 
may be slip over the point of the 
needle easily.

It would seem as though in half the 
French recipes for fish that is flaked 
or crumbled, bread crumbs play a great 
part, and toasted slices also are much 
used. 
crumbs, sprinkled over fish ramekin or 
coquille before it is cooked make both 
for garnishment and superior flavor. 

Weird:and dreadful sauces have 
been eaten with fish, but with the 
right sauce its palatableness is dou- 
bled, and also with the“tight vegeta- 
ble accempaniment. The outer or 
green part of German endive or the 
Italian escarole ed as @ green is 
excellent with fish Steaks. 

In an ancient book on eating there 
is a description of the Roman use of 
fish. It says that the carp was served 
with sauces particularly strange, and 
to our modern mind hardly polite, and 
so served “must have been as nasty 
as gold fish with carrots and myrtle 
leaves, the delight of Roman loungers.” 

A cheese sauce with a timbale of 
any white fish we consider good, but 
this book says: “ So the Greeks spoiled 
good cod by eating it with grated 
cheese and vinegar, and the Romans 
made perch more indigestible than it 
was by swallowing Damascus plums 
with it. But the ancients had strange 
ly accommodating stomachs; a sauce 
of honey could induce them to eat 
cuttle fish. Garlic and cheese made 
the swordfish delicacies.” 

Hollandaise, mayonnaise, and the 
eternal white sauce are about the only 
sauces we know. The mayonnaise is 
varied to tartare, and the white sauce 
is indispensable for creamed fish. But- 
ter sauce made the same way, with 
water instead of milk, and mixed with 
chopped boiled egg or just the grated 
yolk, is highly acceptable with boiled 
fish of almost any sort. For fried fish 
the tart flavor of vinegar or lemon is 
most — ns, 


An economical use of fish includes 
the using of it for fish stock. The neck 
of the halibut or halibut flapes yields 
enough for a small fish chowder, the 
recipe for the making of which I have 
printed many times.

Nothing of the kind. They are the 
days of real travail for the numerous 
Billie Baxter type, and the observer 
who can view them without sympathy 
is as hard of head as he is of heart. 
“ Seventeen” as a story is excellent 
youth-stuff, and it suffers none in its 
transfer to the theater.

the side of a house; by doubling him- 
self inside the rim of a wagon wheel 
and rolling out of sight, and finally 
by diving through a signboard and 
coming out completely hidden in a 
long white nightgown and a . huge 


He hides the children in a castle, 
where they sleep peacefully and dream 
of “Candyland”—a dwarf city peo 
_ pled by animated bonbons and dancing 
peppermint sticks; he leads them 
through a military camp, where the 
girl-boy scouts are picturesque and 
‘active, and finally he takes them to 
an ice carnival, where he assumes the 
réle of Charlotte Russe, performing on 
a real ice pond most of the graceful 
evolutions of the real Charlotte and a 
few, including. a ragtime eccentric 
dance on skates, that Charlotte would 
never think of attempting. 

It is a Stone show, to be sure. With- 
out him it would fall to pieces. But 
no part of it is. dull, all of it is gor- 
geously outfitted, and there are such 
dependable assistants as the dancing 
‘Sunshine girls, the saxophonic Brown 
brothers, the amusing Charles Ald- 
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May at the Colonial acts the réle of the flighty female who is com- 
promised in the road-house proceedings of “ Parlor, Bedroom, and Bath.”

A second big musical entertainment 
‘of the week was the annual fall dis- 
‘play at the Winter Garden. “ Doing 
Our Bit” it is called, and that is as 
good a title as any. The Winter Gar- 
dén management as frankly caters to 
the sophisticated grownup as Dilling- 
ham does to the family trade. I: is 
the nearest approach to the continen- 
tal music hall that we have in Amer- 
ica; it is the Folies Marigny of Paris 
and the Empire of London rolled into 
one and offers, when it is at its best, 
better entertainment than either. 

The present display is above the ac 
cepted average. The Epidermis sis- 
ters are, perhaps, more in evidence 
than usual. The acreage of kneecaps 
fs again impressive and there is a 
barren but more or less sightly forest 
of powdered shins. Occasionally the 
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Miss Alder, a cate of Central Eu- 
_rope, is now an American citizen, pay- 
ing taxes, owning Liberty bonds, root- 
ing for the allies, singing in “ Miss 
Springtime,” and otherwise making 
herself a desirable addition to the pop- 
ulation.

cf ‘the small nations it became impossible_for any one in Durope to remain 
indifferent to the question of Alsace-Lorraine.

an actual fact, not only as far as Europe is concerned, but for every 

. nation in the world which would distinguish between liberty and 
servitude, between democracy and despotic rule; for the declared position of 
Germany is that, ‘as abe is in évery respect superior to all other nations she 
hag been charged by God with the mission of erganizing the whole world, by 
which she means submitting it to her own authority, and if she does not suc- 
ceed this time in realizing this ideal she will try it again when she finds that 
pacific ideas again obtain in the other nations and impair their strength. 

Since she boasts that she is fighting for the happiness and prosperity, not 
of Germany alone, but of the wérld, she does not admit any restriction on her 
method of conducting the war. She only deigns to discourse on legality when | 
ghe feels less certain of victory, or when she wishes to gain time. She not 
only acknowledges no rights of neutrals and small states, but kills her own 
citizens, as well as the soldiers of her enemies, if she deems it convenient for 
her purpose, and in every way uses them as passive instruments of her policy. 

The result is that {t has become impossible to remain a spectator of the 
present war. Not morally only, but materially as well,-every.one already is or 
tomorrow will be forced to fight on one or the other side. 


This war its a demonstration of the extraordinary power which can be 
produced by large groupings and wise organization. To suppose that when 
peace is signed—granted that a so-called peace may be concluded with people 
for whom treaties are but scraps of paper—the whole world, including Ger- 
yaany, will enter a single and honorable organization, in which the Germans 
would stand on a footing of equality with other nations, is an empty dream. It 
Se true that the present conflict is likely. to last for a long time under different 
forms. , . | 

Therefore to build and maintain large groupings will remain not only 
highly desirable, but indispensable, politically and economically, and the ques- 
tion will be whether the German method of making compacts of nations is 
cabable of persistence and development, or whether a free association of free 
mations shall endure and succeed, and prove the only form adequate to the 
iruh aad high espirations of human nature. |

THE PLANETS. 


T present two planets are in the 
evening sky together, Venus in 
the twilight and Jupiter arising 
in the east. Later, in the No- 
vember sky, three planets will be vis- 
ible at once. Venus will be setting 
just as Mars is rising and Jupiter will 
be near the star Aldebaran. In De 
cember Saturn also will bé visible, but 
the four planets will not be visible at 
the same hour of the night. 
Popular fancy makes more of the 
planets than it does of the stars. The 
beauty of Venus and of Jupiter at- 
tracts or fascinates the casual observ- 
er. Mars is a constant challenge to 
the popular imagination and the rings 
of Saturn, when observed 
instrument, impress even the person 
indifferent to the = smabba mai of the 


universe.

Speculation as to habitability arises 
in connection with the planets. The 
stars which present dynamio forces 
suggest even to the uninformed that 
they are suns and that life is out of 
the question with regard to them, but 
the members of our sun’s family in- 
vite popular ideas of the, possibility 
of another race of creative, intelligent 
beings. 

That is part of the essence of popu- 
lar interest. Another part may be 
colored by parochialism. The planets 
are of our system, akin to the 
and intimate in its celestial life.

They tried to Germanize the whole 
area. They also tried this after acquiring Alsace-Lor- 
raine, Silesia, Schleswig, and Holstein. And they suc- 
ceeded-or destroyed. 3 | 

When England acquired the Boer republics she let them 
retain their own customs and their own language. And 
when the war came, the British Boer colonies, which Ger- 
many expected to revolt, remained loyal to England. In 
the one case Prussianism was the method and it failed. 
In England's case it was the doctrine of “ live and let live,” 
and that doctrine—our doctrine—won.

& VOW, Prussianism has not always been the motif: of 
the German nation—although one might say it began 
at the time of Napoleon. One might almost say that 

Napoleon was indirectly responsible for Prussianism. His 

treatment of Prussia’s queen embittered Prussia. It made 

Prussia suspicious, hard, and vengeful. Queen Louise’s 

Prussian general, Stein, began German militarism. You 

remember how Napoleon told Queen Louise that she could 


have a standing army of but 20,000 men—how Stein raised 


this standing army of 20,000 men, and when it was 
trained he passed it into a reserve and called up another 
20,000 men, and then another, and another—tricking Napo- 
leon by never having more than 20,000 under arms at one 
time. It was these Prussians under Blucher who really 
beat Napoleon at Waterloo. . us 

And then Prussianism drifted off, and Voltaire’s Ger- 
many “in thé clouds” ‘came in again. And the world did 
not hear of Prussianism again until after the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, and then it was a different thing from that of 
Queen Louise’s day. It was conceived by Bismarck, who 
became afraid of it in his old age and warned the preseht 
kaiser of its dangers. But Wilhelm II. would brook no 
interference, and Prussianism grew into the monster that 
is today devouring him and his awtocracy. 

There are many of us who have a wrong conception of 
Germany. Uncle Sam is our conception of our own country. 
John Bull is our conception of England. A pfofessor with 
large spectacles, our conception of Germany—but not any 
longer. The new—the Prussianized—-Germany is personi- 
fed by a military figure of imposing build, helmeted and 
spurred, with upturned mustache, a commanding eye, and 
& powerful arm incased in mail; handsome, witty, cynical, 
brutal, a strong and clever bully—this figure is the sym- 
bol of Prussianism. For there are two Germahys. The 
one Was and still is. 

I loved that old Germany so much that it took me two 
years to find new Germany. Old Germany is the Germany 
that gave the world Kant’s Critique of Pure Reason, Bee- 
thoven’s Ninth Symphony, and Goethe's Faust. It is the 
Germany that gave the world the fairy tales of Grimm; 
that gave the world Schubert and Schumann, Schiller, 
Heine, Brahms, Mozart, and Wagner. It is the Germany 
that made Voltaire say that while France ruled the land 
and England the sea, Germany ruled the clouds. That Ger- 

‘Many exists even today. It exists way down deep, gasping 
under the Prussianism that has been superimposed all 
over it. It is the Germany that President Wilson had in 
mind when he said, “We have no quarrel with the Ger- 
man people.” We are at war with the thing that caused 
the symbol of Germany to change from the absent-minded 
professor to the military bully.

All the world admired, except 
a few penetrating thinkers, and they, of course, were called 
sensationalists. The world and the German people could 
not see then—although the world sees it now, to its sor- 
row-—-that behind this mechanistic state there was some- 
thing sinister. It was a world-wide plot, tts secret slogan, 
“World dominion or downfall.” And like the world, the 
German people did not know it either—only the clique 
around the throne knew. : | phere 
: That clique made the German people comfortable so that 
they would love their country. Loving their country, feel- ' 
ing it something worth while preserving, the people were in 
& mood to shed their blood for it, to preserve it. It was the 
object of the war lords of Germany to build the state up 
to an amazing point of efficiency—for war; to make all the 
men in it who could be made so physically fit by compul- 
sory gymnastics, perfect specimens of manhood—more val- 
uable soldiers. It was their object to encourage science 
to such a point that the most wonderful inventions and 
discoveries would be utilized—for purposes of war. And 
it was their object to take the sentimentality out of the 
German people and make them as a unit, ruthless and hard, 
capable of any act against humanity. And they succeeded. 
Let us see how. Go back to the time of Bismarck, to 
the accession of Wilhelm II. Then new, strong Germany, 
emerging from the Franco-Prussian war, felt many things 
stirring within it—virility and dreams of achievement. It 
groped for an expression of this new national force. It 
was not given to the German nation to find this in any 
of its writers or songmakers. Certainly Goethe had not 
expressed it. And then suddenly it came to them. 


It came in a book called Thus Spake Zarathustra, written 
in the early nineties by Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche. He 
had written many books before this, but none of them had 
been popular with the German people. He had abused 
them too much, but in this book Nietzsche did not antag- 
onize his fellow countrymen. The book became the Bible 
of new Germany. Also, he wrote in the book a message 
against socialism. This exactly fitted the needs of the 
kaiser and his war lords. They found in Thus Spake 
Zarathustra a weapon against the socialistic spirit spread- 
ing in the empire; besides, it carried an extremely subtle 
and poisonous message of “ hardness.” ‘It was written so 
cleverly that the average person reading it believed that, 
while the writer might be scoffing at everybody else in the 
world, he (the reader) was the man whom the writer meant 
as standing head and shoulders above the mob.

And in this book 
the German people were told that only the strong were 
fit to survive—and the young German empire was just be- 
ginning to feel its oats! They were tol@ that the weak 
should perish and that they should be helped on their way, 
for the weak ones were only holding back the progress 
of the world. | 

And the young German giant sagely nodded his head and 
said: “ That is right; it is our duty to help the weak per- 
ish.” The book also held that any natural inclination was 
all right, because it was stimulated by nature, and that 
any one who curbed such inclination was weak and unfit. 
And so Berlin changed into one of the most immoral cap- 
itals in Europe. Illegitimacy increased; was even encour- 
aged. It meant more soldiers.for the kaiser and his war. 
lords.

‘secretly encouraged by the government. It was used 

in all the universities. It began to be taken as gospel 
by the ruling classes, by the men in official positions, and by 
the army officers. I can never forget talking to a captain 
of the Prussian guards. He told me: “ When the wr 
began I told my soldiers that the discipline must be per- 
fect. If I caught any one of them in a breach of disci- 
pline I would degrade him. In Germany we degrade a 
soldier by tying him to the wheel of a wagon and he stands 
there for many hours while the other troops march by. 
I told my men that I would not take a man so degraded 
into battle, because a degraded man was not fit to die 
for Germany.” : 

Other writers were used by Prussianism—Treitschke and 
Bernhardi. They both extolled war as the greatest bless- 
ing that could come to the German nation. They both 
brewed hate for England. They both conveyed a mes- 
sage to the German people, implanted a desire for a Ger- 
man empire that would extend over the whole world. And 
many of the German people took these things seriously and 
were glad when war came. I know now that ‘their mili- 
tary caste had the war all figured out. They imported 
and stored away raw materials, the ingredients for ex- 
plosives, for years previously—against “Der Tag.” They 
would go to Paris on schedule, advancing so many miles 
each day. In Paris they would dictate terms of peace. 
England would be next on the list. Then America could 
lift the Monroe doctrine or else receive the attentions of 
the German navy, which outnumbered our own two to one. 

* 

OW as to those things which the world could not 
grasp, which seemed all out of key with the Ger- 
man character as the world knew it—the terrible 

things of Belgium and northern France, which I, too, did 
not believe until I understood the spirit of imperial Ger- 
many—they all came under the dual personality which is 
another attribute of Prussianism. I believe that it {s in 
the German soldier today in a Belgian village to take a 
Belgian boy and give that boy some of the food from his 
own ration; that it is in the German soldier to take a baby 
and dance it on his knee, liking the baby and perhaps 
thinking of his own child back home; that it is in him 
to feel quite sentimental and perhaps blubber. I believe 
it is in the same soldier, if his officer orders him to stand 
in a firing squad and shoot down every living thing in the 
same village. It is in accord with the dual personality of 
imperial Germany. 

Read Treitscke and Bernhardi. They are the essence of 
Prussianism. “The Spirit of the Lord has descended upon 
me because I am the German emperor,” said Wilhelm II. 
Now, that is the sincere utterance of a religious ruler who 
has succeeded fin drenching the world in blood, just as every 
religious fanatic before him, with power, succeeded in so 
doing. Believing in divine right, the kaiser, of course, be- 
lieves that he can do no wrong. So we have Zeppelins 
slaughtering civilians, submarines slaughtering civilians, 
troops slaughtering civilians. You see the world does not 
grasp that imperial Germany judges such acts necessary 
for the success of the German cause, and the success 
of the German cause being the only worth while thing 
in the world—why, the end justifies the means! And that 
is the very root of Prussianism. 

And the pledge Woodrow Wilson made to the world, the 
thing that will write his name large in history, is that we 
will fight on with democracy against Prussianism until it

UT in Chicago there is the mysterious something;. in Chicago a spirit 
broods upon the face of the waters. Find mea writer who is indubitably 
an American and who has something new and interesting to say, and 

who says it with an air, and nine times out of ten I will show you that he has 

some sort of connection with the abattoir by the lake—that he was bred there, 
or gut his start there, or passed through there during the days when he was 
tender. 

Run down the list for yourself. Chicago turned out Henry B. Fuller, the 
first American novelist to get away from the moony old spinsters of New 
England and depict the actual human beings of America. It turned out Frank 
Norris, the first to make that new sort of novel a big living thing. It turned 
out Theodore Dreiser, who brought it to its full beam and dignity. And it 
turned out four-fifths of the lesser fellows—Herrick, Patterson, Anderson, and 
their like—whc: worked it out on lower planes. 


What has the east produced to match the work of these men? On the one. 


hand it has produced a lot of cheap trade goods of the Robert W. Chambers 
type—sentimental thrillers for sedentary fat women. And on the other hand 
it has produced a lot of pretentious fluff of the Howells type—empty blather 
about alleged human beings whose chief character is that they, are not mam- 
mals. 

You know George Moore's jest—that Henry James went to Paris and read 
Flaubert, and Howells remained at home and read Henry James? Well, what 
is the work of the average eastern novelist but a laborious reboiling of the 
bones uf Howells? 

Turn from the novel to other manifestations of the literary frenzy. Who 
is the chosen merry andrew of New York, the favorite town wag, the maker of 
the local jokes? Franklin P. Adams, a Chicagoan. 

Who, among all American humorists, has been the most popular since Mark 
Twain (himself born within the circle of Chicago and a westerner all his days)? 
Finley Peter Dunne, a Chicagoan . ' 

And who, of the national jesters, is the most American, the nearest to the 
soil, the shrewdest and most penetrating in his Gealing with national issues 
and national types? George Ade of Chicago. 

All these men started in Chicago; all of them show Chicago habits of mind; 
all of them reek of Chicago in every line they write. |

\, NE hears a vast hullabaloo in New York about Little theaters. They 
become a fashionable diversion, and hence mere boob traps. The first 
and best Little theater in America was set up in Chicago. It ran for 

years before New York ever heard of it. When New York heard of ft at last 
New York made fun of it. | 

And now every alley in New York has a Little theater, and all the ideas 
tried out in Chicago years ago are set before the oafs of Broadway as great 
novelties, and the New York critics hail them as revolutionary, and the pockets 
of many a wondering tripe seller of Forty-second street are agreeably stuffed. 

Art? Progress? The theater of the future? The future your grandmother! 
The theater of four or five years before last. There was more real music in 
the old Thomaskirche at Leipzig, says James Huneker, than in all your modern 
opera houses and concert halls put together. There was more serious purpose 
and honest striving and sound understanding in Maurice Brown’s little play- 
house in Chicago than in all the Demi-Tasse theaters and Half Portion theaters 
and Macdougal’s Alley theaters between Fourth street and the Harlem river. 

‘ Another matter that kicks up a vaat pother among the newly intellectual 
is the new poetry movement. 

Go to Boston and you will find various eminent composers of vers libre 
pointed out on the street with the same awe that New Yorkers used to show in 
pointing out Diamond Jim Brady and Bim the Button Man. Go down into 
Greenwich village and you will find others publicly exhibiting themselves at 
$2 a peep at nightly balls in Webster hall. 

But out in Chicago you will still find the first magazine ever devoted to 
this new verse, and either the actual corpse or the plain tracks or four-fifths 
of its best professors, from Vachel Lindsay to Carl Sandburg, and from Harriet 


Monroe to Edgar Lee Masters. 
In brief, all American literary movements that have youth in them, and a 


fresh point of view, and the authentic bounce and verve of the country and the 
true character and philosophy of its people—all these come out of Chicago. 

It was Chicago, and not New York, that launched the Chap Book saturnalia 
of the nincties—the first of her endless efforts to break down formalism in the 
national letters and let in the national spirit. It was Chicago that produced 
the “ Little Review.” It was Chicago that turned out Ring Lardner, the first 
American author to write in the American language. 

There was a time when San Francisco seemed likely to take this first place. 
Mark Twain and Bret Harte were given their starts out there; such fellows as 
Frank Norris ané Jack London felt the spell of the town; there was in it a cer- 
tain tolerant and expansive spirit that undoubtedly had a charm for men of 
ideas. 

But the earthquake finished San Francisco. The old romance was blown 
up over night—and on the ruins the Philistines planted their dullness. Today 
San Francisco is simply a third rate American town—a town full of vice cru- 
saders and other such prehensile messiahs, but as empty of artists as Hoboken. 
: * * 

UT Chicago, so far at least, has escaped any such flattening. The sharp 
winds from the lake seem to be a perpetual antidote to that Puritan 
B mugginess of soul which wars with civilization in all American cities. 

In Chicago originality still appears to be put above conformity. The idea out 
there is not to do what others do, but to do something they can’t do. This 
idea is the foundation of all artistic endeavor. The artist is either an anarch- 
ist of he is not worth a hoot. One may either train for the Union’ League 
club or one may train for Parnassus: one cannot train for both. 

The trouble with New York, intellectually, is just here. The curse of the 
town lies in the fact that it seems to foster the spirit of the pusher and bounder 
—that it puts much higher values upon conformity, acceptance, intellectual 
respectability, than it puts upon actual ideas. | 

The typical New Yorker is forever trying to get into something; to be rec- 
ognized in this or that circle; to be accepted grudingly by some one he envies— 
usually some cad. He lives in the place, not where ideas are hatched, but 
where rewards are distributed—and any system of distributing definite rewards 
is bound to encourage the usual, the acknowledged, the tried and found 
harmless. 

This deadening spirit shows itself not only in the ludicrous horde of social 
climbers who infest the town, wildly trying to buy their way into a codfish aris- 
tocracy through opera houses, picture galleries, and various pecksnifian phi- 
lanthropies, but also in actual artists. 

A writer, let us say, begins in Chicago. His aim out there is to do some- 
thing new, to express himself fully, to pump his writing full of the breath of 
life. Then he comes to New York—and immediately he begins to write as if 
his main object were to get a favorable notice in the “ Nation,” or even the New 
York Times. In other words, he takes the veil. Once a producer of ideas, he 
is now merely a producer of platitudes. 

And so in painting, in play writing, in music, even in architecture. The 
only architectural novelty that America has ever achieved, the skyscraper, 
was born in Chicago—the fact almost goes without saying. In New York

ARON READING is unmistakably a Jew. Intellec- 
tually as well as physically he has the character- 
istics of his race—its power of concentration, its 
persistency, its acuteness of perception, its command of 
detail, and its unwearying application. But he has none 
of the rich imaginativeness and the decorative orientalism 
which were so marked in Mr. Disraeli. Baron Reading’s 
oratory never soars; its flight is swift and low, like a swal- 
low’s. His speeches have no flowers, and are utterly bare 
of ornamentation, but they are close knit, well compacted, 
supremely efficient for their purpose. A direct, straight- 

forward mind is reflected in the open, manly face. 

Integrity is the outstanding feature of his character. 
One of his colleagues in the cabinet recently remarked, 
“There is no better man than a good Jew, and Rufus is 
one of the finest men I have ever met. He is pure gold all 
through.” 

Born in 1861, Rufus Isaacs, as he was fosmerly known, re 
ceived most of his education in the university of the world. 
In his schooldays at University College school, London, one 
of his school-fellows was Sir William Collins, M. D. From 
there he went to school in Hanover. The lust of travel 
seizing hold of him, he resolved to go to sea, and one fine 


ship of 2,000 tons. After leaving sea he became connected 
with his father’s business—that of produce merchant—and 
later joined the stock exchange. This wide experience of 
men and things served him in good stead at the bar to 
which he was called by the Middle Temple in 1887, 

His career at the bar was brilliantly successful and he 
became one of the most famous advocates of his day. Like 
many other barristers, he had his lean years to begin with, 
and he had been called ten years before he reached the 
front rank. His forensic triumphs make a long catalogue. 
For a dozen years there was hdrdly a single cause celebre 
in which he did not appear.

HB work of a successful barrister makes enormous 
demands on the physical and mental powers and for 
ten years Mr. Isaacs, as he then was, worked as hard

business or social purposes. It is nec- 
essary for nonresident travelers to 
keep posted on changing conditions 
én almost any journey of a thousand 
miles. 

These same travelers can cross any 
state line by some other means of con- 
veyance and remain law abiding citi- 
yens, but once they cross in a motor 


driven vehicle they automatically be- 


come potential criminals.

If the measure intreduced in con- 
gress by Representative Adamson and 
Senator Pitman becomes a law, it will 
be possible for an automobile owner, 
with his home state registration num- 
ber, freely to travel in other parts 
of the United States without addi- 
tional taxation or tagging. A revised 
‘draft of the bill was introduced Sept. 
17, 1917.

The membrane is completely rup- 
tured and practically no hearing at 
all. The right ear is slightly damaged, 
but can hear excellently, considering. 
The M. O. sent me to the casualty 
clearing station, where I was admit- 
ted and on record as “ sick” with acute 
otitis media—whatever that is—ear 
trouble, I imagine. 

“I was sent to Boulogne base hos- 
pital on the 30th of September, and 
have been here ever since. The pains 
have entirely left, only I have a dis- 
agreeable ringing noise in my head 
continually. Was sent by ambulance 
rg this hospital [British Red Cross] 

to see the ear specialist [Col. Birkett) 
of McGill at No. 3 Can. General Hosp. 
in Boulogne. He gave me a thorough 
examination and I am to go there 
again early this coming week for fur- 
ther examination and suggestion of 
possible treatment. Considering what 
happened on the 26th I was as lucky 
as any one could possible be.

“My uniform was absolutely torn to 
pleces—lost my glasses and a pipe 
which our old One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-fifth paymaster, Capt. Ardiel, give 
me last year. . 

“It does one good to see the hun- 
dreds of German prisoners being 
marched back to the cages where they 
are confined. They are a hungrey 
and weary looking bunch. Look more 
like animals than human beings. Our 
soldiers have it over Fritz in every 
way. They are cheerful, well clothed, 
and fed. The Huns are just the oppo- 
site, and, judging from the way they 
attack the bread which is given them 
one would imagine that bread was 
something they had not eaten for 
years. 

“Several of the prisoners I saw 
could speak English, and they were 
yelling at the top of their voice, “ The 
war is over! The war is over!’ I pre 
sume they meant that the war is over 
for them. 

“The Australians or Canadians do 
not bother with the formality of tak- 
ing prisoners. They shoot them. The 
English do not, likewise the Germans 
take no Australians, Canadians, or 
Highlanders. 

“The allies’ artillery is massed to 
such an-extent that the German ‘iron 
line’ ig smashed at every point. When 
our’ artillery opens fire the noise is 
beyond description.

“The ‘going over the top’ is an 
easy proposition now, as compared to 
the early part of the war. Our in- 
fantry can now go into action with 
confidence and expectancy of success. 
Throughout all branches of the service 
our men display the best of spirit, and 
they all have an ‘I will’ determina 
tion to defeat Fritz. 

“We have been extremely fortunate 
as regards to casualties. The percent- 
age is much lower now than formerly 
and the amount of ground gained has 
been beyond expectation, considering 
our slight losses. 

“The manner in which our wounded 
is handled is really wonderful. From 
the stretcher bearers until reaching a 
base hospital, the men receive the best 
attention possible. The nursing sis- 
ters, doctors, and orderlies do every- 
thing in their power for the wounded. 

“The ward suits I saw you making 
for the Red Cross are a real comfort 
and absolute necessity, because in 
nearly all cases a wounded man arrives 
at hospital with nothing but a pair of 
pajamas. His clothes are taken from 
him at the first dressing station, yn- 
less he happens to be a ‘ walking case,’ 
which is the classification for minor 
wounds received in face, hands, or 
arms. The hospitals supply us with 
splendid things—meals, reading mat-

derful work, and you may tell your 
co-workers that their efforts are really 
appreciated, not by any one individual, 
but by thousands of wounded chaps 
whe have helped to make our ultimate 
success possible. WI...”

“ Several clippings were recetyed by 
some of the lads in this mall, which 
were the most fearful fabrications pos- 
sible, and caused the entire camp to 
go into a state of convulsions as it told 
of our being under bombardment, etc., 
whereas this is one of the most dull and 
uninteresting holes, outside of the work, 
tmaginable. We did have an interesting 
trip a few nights ago. The party con- 
sisted of three ‘Tommy’ and four 
* Yank’ sergeants. 

“It was about 6 oclock as we swung 
along the narrow, dirty roadway, 
flanked on either side by small one story 
and a garret brick or plaster 
grotesque in their various colorings 
stages of dilapidation; some thatched, 
some tiled, and some thoroughly sub- 
stantial, showing only too plainly that 
there lived a family who before the 
Demon of War had 4riven them from 
their little, peaceful and happy villages, 
had been accustomed to a higher plane 
in life than the peasants who call this 
‘spot home.

“We finally reached our destination, 
a café somewhat more up to date than 
the foregoing, in that it had a cement 
floor. However, outside of a bar, it 
was much the same. We passed through 
the outer room and back into a smaller 
dark ante-chamber with a single -win- 
dow, allowing a dim light to penetrate 
the interior, which was a room approx- 

imately ten feet wide by twenty-five 
feet long. 

“ There we find two long plain wooden 
tables extending the entire length, with 
benches on either side. A cute little 
French maiden, whose home was, prior 
to the war, in the Lens district, brought 
us a typical French meal, including 
champagne, etc. Before long the room 
took on the aspect of real war, for 
there was as cosmopolitan a crowd as 
one would care to see—Canadians, Eng- 
lish, French, Australians, New Zealand- 
ers, Scots, as well as ‘Sammies,’ or 
* Yanks’ were in attendance. 

“ After an hour or so of wining and 
dining the sun had gone down and the 
room became dim and reeking with the 
smoke of the ever present cigaret, the 
only-lights being several candles placed 
judiciously as possible, ard one smoking 
oil lamp. After much urging by his par- 
ticular crowd a young Canadian lad, 
just out of his teens, and somewhat the 
worse for the surplus he was endeavor- 
ing to support under his belt, got up and 
broke forth in a clear soprano voice 
with a good old ‘Yank’ song. Soon 
the entire room had taken up the strain 
and all joined in.

“So it went for over an hour, while 
the candles burned shorter and the 
room became darker. Song after song 
was started in honor of the various na- 
tions present and all went well until 
the harsh, raucous voice of an M. P.
